least calves enough to keep his dairy Lord 
with great advantage to tho herd and to hi 
pocket. For Bovcral years I have raised o 
my farm of fifty ncrcs two or moro cnlve 
every season, aud have realized a hondsom 
return from them. 
My treatment of calve 


differs from that of my neighbors' who 
they turn thciry out to pasture. 
I do 110 


turn my calves out to grass until they ar 
a year old. 
During their first Summer the 


aro kept in the basouiout of tho barn, n coo 
airy place, each having n pen to itself 
For au hour or two in tho cool of the da 
they arc all allowed free range of th 
yards for exorcise. 
Here they are 
pro 


tected alike from 
tho heat of tho su 


aud from stormy weather. 
Flies worr 


them but little, and they havo all the exor 
ciso they need. They are fed liberally twic 
a day \vith milk in, which is stirred a littl 
quantity of scalded oatmeal, the quantity o 
meal to bo gradually increased as they grov 
in sine. In addition to this they havo nil th 
fine, early cut hay they will eat ; a littlo Bal 
ia given them once a week, generally in the; 
milk ; and thus treated thoy are healthy au 
in good condition, grow rapidly and cans 
very littlo {rouble. 
Milk should on no ac 


count bo given to calves when at grass, o 
when, fed with green fodder, and corn mea 
should never be given to them before thoj 
aro eight or nine mouths old. If calves mus 
bo turned out to pasture, boBiiro to tak 
away their milk at least a week before the; 
aro turned out. 
This I consider of tho ut 


most importance. Calves turned out in goot 
pastures, when four or live months old, o 
about the first of September, generally d< 
well, but I think the host results will be ob 
tained by keeping them up to hay until the> 
aro ft year old.,, 
i 
During tho Winter culvuti may bo fed 
a 


littlo corn meal, though I think they do begf 
even 
on oats or oatmeal. Turnips auc 


other roots may bo given 
them onco 
01 


twice a Treek or even onco ft day with 
marked benefit. 
They should bo kept in a 


warm, well vontilr.tcd stable, with plenty o: 
clean litter under them, aud give them al 
thoy will oat of the boat bay in tho barn. 
Never feed a calf with straw or cornstalks. 
It won't pay. 
The only way to inako money 


by raising calves is to feed them high until 
a year old, nnd then to keep right on feed- 
ing thorn high; keep them steadily growing 
from the time thoy aro dropped until thoj 
aro fully matured, and always keep them in 
good condition, plump and sleek.
